They are, 
tha Wanpaoshan * incident, the 
Tsingtao attack, and the murder 
of Captain Shintaro, Nakamura. 
The Wanpooshan Incident. 
At Wanpaoshan Chinese mobs at- 
tacked and killed several Korean 
settlers in Manchuria, The incident 
led to retalintory measures in 


Koren, where Korean mobs attacked 
and killed Chinese citizens. 

Korea, also known as Chosen, was 
formally. annexed to the Empire of | 
Japan in 1910, and, of course, the, 
Japanese Government had to assume 
responsibility for the distressing 
outbreak. She, seemingly, appeared 
prepared not to evade her respon- 
sibility in this matter, desired to 
fulfit her obligations, and seb about! 
overhauling her administration in 
Koren. But Japanese public opin- 
ion was exasperated, when the 
Korean riots were exploited in cer- 
tain Chinese circles by means of 
propasainds emphasising Japanese 
pressure in Manchuria, accusing 
Japan of sinister designs on Man- 
ehurin, and by the stirring up of 
boycotts and other anti-Japanese, 
ebullitiona, ‘The presentation of a 
large bill for vompensation further 
vexed Japanese opinion. 

Asp against the Chinese case, 
Japanese crities began to point to) 
na long succession of incidents in j 
which Japancae nationals in China 
had been murdered and no adequate 
compensation or redress obtained 
from the Chinese Government; and 
drew attention to Japan’a apecial 
interesta in Manchuria. 


The Nakamura Incident. 

On the top of all thia came the! 
Nakamura incident, .At the end of 
June, or very early in July, Captain 
Nalamura, with three companions, 
was making his way to Taonan from 
the North, When some littie dis- 
tnhice from hig destination he and 


his party ran into a robber band, 


in a small village. They sought re- 
fuge with the military polico. Thoy 
were, however, arrested and tronted 
ns prisoncra; and a few days Inter, 
regarded as aspics, taken out 
into the neighbouring mountains, 
shot and tholr bodies burnt. 

The Nakamura incldeat gave the 
Japanese militarists the pretext they 
had been awaiting for advocating 
strong action to clear up recent In- 
cldents, It wan used to its fullest 
extent, In the Japanese Cabinct 1 
bitter duel raged between the Army 
and the Goyernment, Within a 
week of this duel the Japancse 
General Staff in Manchuria took the 
bit between its teeth. 

Occupation of Mukden. 

On the night of Friday, Septem- 
ber 18, Chinese soldiers tore up the 
railway line near Mukden. This 
was what the Japanese alleged. “It 
was ater vigorously denied by 
Chinese authorities on the spot. 
YIowever, the ineldent . served 
its purpose. It was regarded by 
the Japanese military authorities on 
the spot as precipitating an 
“emergency”: to mect which they 
moved with lightning-like rapidity 
and oceupied many points of strate- 
yic importance = in Manchuria, in- 
cluding Mukden,-the. Chinese garri- 
son of which was. disarmed during 
the night of September 18-19. 

Advance on Harbin and Kirin. 

A few days Inter. September 23, 
Japanese troops began to move on 
Harbin, and an ultimatum to Chi- 
nese forees near Kirin ‘demanding 
that they should aurrender their 
arms was delivered. . 

China Appeals to the Lengue. 

In the meantime, of course, Chink 
had made representations to Japan 
and the League of Nations.

DESPERATE DELAY

Hobson.) 


Though the dangerous condition of Mid-European finance was 
Known Jast July and the futility of our own expensive efforts to 
maintain the gold standard was disclosed in late September, the 
first serious pretence,of confronting a situation that grows worse 
from week to week is postponed for four months. 


An International Economic 


Conference is now summoned to 


cope with a-cluster of financial problems dificult enough in them- 


selves but rendered almost desperate by political passions and clec- |. 


tioneering delays. . 


_ Even if the obstinate refusal of America and France to look 
the immediate facts in the face can be overcome, what policy is 
such 1 conference likely to initinte for a return to saner economic 


internationalism? 


AMERICA AND FRANCE 


VERY OBSTINATE 


By common consetit of most fin- 
anelal experts in all countries the 
firat step towards the restorntion 
of monetary and commercial 
health is the cancellation of the 
reparations and war debts, the 


payment of, which in goods {s not, 
any of the creditor! 


desired by 
nations, while payment 
always injurious alike 
debtor and to the creditor, is ne 
longer’ possible. Germany is nob 
able by any processes of taxation 


in gold, 
to the 


lions or private foreign debts 
under existing conditions, nor can 
her. idle plant and Jabour get re- 
munerative employment without 
further foreign loans and a wid- 
er opening of world markets. 

This country, with declining 
trade and revenue returns, 
will not be able to resume out 
of her own resources the an- 
nual payment to America, en- 
hanced as it is by our going 
off gold {o the sum of about 
£50,000,000. 

Since America definitely refuses 
to consider cancellation and 
France scems insistent on retain- 
ing her stranglehold upon Ger- 
many, the most that is expected 
from the proposed conference is a 
grudging: moratorium for both re- 
paratié6na and other public and 
private debts, Such a policy, if 
averting immedinte ruin, affords 
remedy. The ereditora still 
keep their fangs in the body of 
the debtors, while the essential 
condition for the latter to recover 
their power to pay is further ad- 
vances. of forcign credit which 
they cannot hone to get. 
OPTIMIST VIEW. 

But suppose we tnke an optim- 
ist view of the wisdom and good- 
will of the statesmen und their 
financial advisers, Suppose that 
this preliminary conference lays 
the foundation for a constructive 
policy of financial and economic 
co-operation between Governments 
and nations for the restoration of 
Suppose them to re- 
cognise that the world as a whole 
is sick and that real world re- 
medies are necessary. Further: 
suppose that they recognise the 
need of co-operative action, not 
only for the immediato crisis but 
{oe the prevention of ‘the waste 

nd misery of future trade depres- 
sions, due, as we now see, to the 
failure. of consumption to keep 
pace with the acceleration of pro- 
ductivity, « 

Though - such positive economic 
internationalism would seem to 
involve important steps in national 
and world co-operation, its imme- 
dinte denlings would be with the 


repara-/

existing capitalism, collapsing in 
every country, partly from unem- 
ployment of the factors of produg- 
tion, parlly from mismanagement’ 
of the price system. by the banks 
and related credit machinery, 
writes J. A. Hobson in The Man- 
chester Guardian. Such an Inter- 
Inutional body would probably eon- 
‘ecntrute firat upon the recent re- 
ivelutions of the incompetence of 
ithe financial system in its handling 
of savings and credit for invest- 
iment, speculation, long and short 
jloans. ‘Taking-such documents as 
the Macmillan Report into ne- 
count, it would fasten.on two sali- 
ent facts, The first is that the 
Bank of England, the great joint- 
tateeck bankas, 
‘houses are so independent of what 
fench is doing that no knowledge 
of their collective obligations as 
creditors or lenders is normally 
available, though such current in- 
formation is, as last September 
showed, of vital urgency. ‘The 
second fact is that, though bank 
eredit constitutes the greater part 
of the money used by the people 
jin all busineas transactions, they 
have no control individually or 
collectively over the creation or 
withdrawal of that money, and no 
security that the issue and use of 
such credit made by private finan- 
clal businesses for personal profit 
shall be conformable to the needs 
and advantages of the publlc. 
This permanently dangerous 
and costly operation of finance 
they will discover is common 
to the working of capitalism 
in all. countries. So the first 
constructive. policy to which 
such an Internationalist 

Economic Government would 

set itself would be the forma- 

tion of a reliable public mone- . 

tary system, perhaps adminis- 

tered by a development of the 

Basle’ Bank of International 

Settlements. : 
INCREASED CREDIT. 

Not intending the destruction of 
capitalism, auch a body would at 
the outset confine itself to alter- 
ing and improving “the rules of 
the game.” = Examining the pre- 
sent working of the game, it would 
find its defect in the failure of 
many of the players to take part 
because the prizes are not cnough 
to cover their stakes. The ccono- 
mic system will pot work without 
profit, and selling prices are so 
low that none but the better-plac- 
ed businesses can. afford to work. 
Falling wages, as we have seen, 
will not do what is wanted sa a 
remedy for the general disease, 
because they will reduce purchas- 
ing power. Therefore, an Iincrens-

Much inveatable capital Is board- 
ed In this country,, America and 
olsowhere. A strong international 


bank, or a consortium of national {China Underwriters ... 


banks, should be able to tap these 
channels and find out of thetr own 
resources the working capital re- 
quired for running expenses. But 
even if somo inflation were need- 
ed in addition, thnt would not tn- 
validate the policy. 

It fs only when inflation 
geta out of hand that it brings 
disaster. Germany suffered 
from it; France did not, 
though her inflation was 
pretty heavy. Moreover, an- 
inflation which brings Into 
production capital and labour 
that He unemployed by rais- 
ing prices so as to make such 
additional production profit- 
able applies the’ only remedy 
Practicable under cnplitaliam. 
Indeed, such inflation may be 

held to cancel itself-in proportion 
as it stimulates production and 
evokes Jargor outputs of goods. 
\Whether it be termed inflation or 
not, it is the only method by which 
the escape from a cyclical depres- 
sion {s ever achieved. Revival of 
confidence cvokes more credits, 
and more eredits evoke more cm- 
Ployment, more production, higher 
prices; and trade revival. 
UNITED ACTION. 


But, though such international 
action, were it feasible, would 
turn the tide and give a perlod of 
renewed activity to industry, it 
would furnish no lasting security 
for our business system under the 
new conditions of accelerating | 
production. Its chief benefit 
would be the restoration of the 
necesnary incentive of higher 
prices and higher profits to the | 
active factors in industry and the | 
corresponding reduction of the ! 
heavy burden of debts, debentures, | 
renta, and other fixed charges . 
which the fall of prices has ; 
brought about. A rise in the 
price level, thus accompanied by 
increased production, would great- 
ly ease our public financial altua- 
tion and would render it possible 
for industry to pay good money 
wages and higher dividends. 

But if improving technique of 
production continues to reduce 
“coats,’ a fall in the price level, 
with its paralysing reactiona on 
employment, will recur, unless in- 
ternational measures) are taken 
for stnbilising the world price 
level or of securing that all con- 
tracta to pay are based not on the 
shifting basis of gold’ but upon 
some composite unit of real 
wenlth.’ Any effective monctary 
policy must aim at so regulating 
prices ns to maintain a better dis- 
tribution of real. incomes, in order 
to prevent production again from 
outpacing consumption.

‘| smoke und din of battle. Nevertheless, the deeds of heroes arc not 


being left unsung amid the welter of words wafted over the cables 
by the presaie gentlemen with pencils or pens in their hands in 
Shanghai. That of itsclf is all'to the good. Gallant rescue work 
has been reported. Numerous innocent non-combatants owe their 
lives 10 the valour of some individual or organisation, but for which 
the toll of civilian life would undoubtedly have been greater than 
it has been. . . 

One of the brightest passages in the grim chapter of warring 
activities has been that telling of the four hours’ truce arranged be- 
tween the helligerents at the instance of a French pricst — himself 


women and children from Chapei into the International Settlement. 
It may be natural to’ pause and reflect and enquire why 
such 2 truce could not have been arranged at the very outset of 
the trouble in Chapei. The answer would probably be that the 
affair occurred with such dramatic suddenness ag to render over- 
tures for a temporary truce out of the question. In the first few 
rounds of a boxt, tempers are on edge; man tistens to no reason; 
all considerations of humanity-are thrown to the winds, Fortun- 
ately, the inevitable breathing space occurred, giving an oppor- 
tunity for the suggestion of a truce. By’ means of this happy 
thought doubtless scores, if not.indeed hundreds, of innocent women 
and children in Chapei will rise up to-day te. invoke blessings on 
the French priest to whose inspiration their present safety is due. 
Associated with him, of course, must be mentioned Major Hayley- 
Bell, of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, the British Consul-General, 
the American Consul-General, and the foreign nurses and stretcher- 
bearers.: Their prompt support of the efforts of Father Jacquinot 
is beyond all praise. Equally pleasing was the strict observance of 
the truce by Japanese and Chinese belligerents alike, Of a verity, 
even in the midst of warfare, “one touch of Nature makes the 
whole world kin.” : 


The machine-gun and the bomb may be called upon to aid the 
grim murder of human beings, including hapless women and chil- 
dren; but the spark of humanity is never finally extinguished. 
“Man's inhumanity to man makes countless thousands mourn”—in 
peace no tess than in war—but the age of chivalry cannot be ac- 
counted dormant or dead. As the history of the Great War teemed 
with instances of individual and collective valour, 80, fortunately, 
we may anticipate a proportionate record of cases of the utmost 
gallantry during the present unhappy turmoil in Shanghai and 
further North. . :

When I think of the family 
Orchiducese I recall 


who could ent no fat and his 
wHe to whom Jean was an abomina- 
tion, For orchids are most parti- 
cular about their likes and dfsliles. 
—"some like it hot some like it 
cold,” some like just a little water 
others ke to swim in” it. Sone 
eannot abide salt,—even the smell 
of a kipper makes these species feel 
sick, others grow on the mangrove 
trees and are soaked periodically 
with sea-water. Some specics grow 
under arid conditions where rain 
never fulls, others grow in mossy’ 
forest where the nir is always sa- 
with. moisture. Many 
species grow exposed to. the -futl 
Hight and hent of the sun, others 
can only grow in localities where the 
light intensity is reduced to a 
minimum, 

Catering for the individual likes 
and dislikes of these plants is no 
eusy matier. It is no use provid- 
ing standard conditions for’ all and 
telling the fastidious that if they 
don't tike it they must hump it, be- 
huge after all he who grows orchids 
hopes for flowers and is prepared to 
humour his plants as far ag possible. 
In Europe and America orchid 
growers usually have a series of 
houses at differently controlled tem- 
peratures, light intensities, and 
humidities.

deserts us in the Winter, but in the 
Spring, owing to the influx of 
migrants from the south, this 
species is abundant even on the 
Peak levels of Hong Kong Island. 
On a walk from Shn-t’au-kok to 
Tai Po, vin the Dragon’s Pool and 
Plover Cove, made one week ago a 
census was made of the number and 
species seen. Neither the Chinese 
Pied Kingfisher nor the rare Hima- 
layan Picd Kingfisher were observ- 
ed. Of the other three species the 
numbers counted were:—Eastern’ 
White-breasted Kingfisher 7, Eastern 
Little Blue Kingfisher 6, Black- 
capped Kingfisher 1.- There are not 
many places in Europe where. 14

STRAIGHT FROM WORK SHOP 


REMARKABLE TRIBUTE TO THE 
EFFICIENCY OF AEC. 


Evidence of the staying power of 
the A.E.C. (ACLO) 120 hp. ‘Regal’ 
was given recently when one of 
these models went on a demonatra- 
tion run to Spain. 

The vehicle was called for at 
uhort notice by the Most Excellent 
the Marques de Sales, who is 
A.E.C.'s sole distributor in Spain 
and no time was given either for 
the proper, tuning up of the engine, 
or the usual testing of the chussis 
before the vehicle eft England. 
The run to Madrid was, therefore, 
regarded in the nature of a test. 

The Marques de Sales himself 
designed the coachwork; and for 
itn long journey the vehicle was 
filled up with petrol, oil, and water, 
grensed, supplied with the usual 
box of tools, which in this case was 
acrewed to the floor, and a box of 
apare parts usked for by the 
Spanish distributor. Both these 
boxes were sealed. During the 
short time the preparations were 
being made the “Regal’—which 
went straight off the “table” to the 
body builders—was not subjected to 
any kind of test. It was, as a mat- 
ter of fact, on its way to Spain a 
few hours after the body had been 
completed. i 

The journey from London to 
Madrid—including deviations from 
the direct route—amounted to ap- 
proximately 1,055 miles. It was 
accomplished in 32 hours, 10 
minutes (running time), at an 
average speed of 34 m.p.h. 


There was no involuntary stop 
of any kind, The only pauses 
made were for refreshment and 
slecp, and necessary fuel replenish- 
ment. No adjustments or replace- 
ments of any kind were made on 
the journey, 89 that the boxea of 
tools and apares arrived in Madrid 
with their seals intact. There was, 
in fact, not a single tool in the pos- 
session of the driver, who, by an 
oversight, had left his personal bag 
of tools behind him at the start. 

On its arrival in Madrid, the 
ACLO “Regal” was met by a Span- 
ish demonstration driver. The 
fuel in the tank being sufficient for 
immediate requirements, the vehi- 
cle—after its long trip at a sustain- 


ed high speed—was straight away! 


taken over by a strange driver, and 
within an hour was demonstrating 
and undergoing exhaustive tests, 
which lasted nearly 6 hours. 
Bearing in-mind. the elimination 
of ajf the usual factory tests made 
necessary by the hurried departure, 
the performance of this coach js a 
remarkable tribute to the efficiency 
with which all A.E.C. vehicles are 
built, and furnishes excellent proof 
of the staying power of the 120 hp. 
engine. . 
During the journey, those aboard 
the “Regal” were warned by drivers 
of long distance ‘night fish ve- 
hicles, thnt they would find 
earburation very bad among the 
hills, and that the engine would fre- 
quently be found “hunting.”

SPEED AND SAFETY 


GEAR CHANGING MADE EASY 
AT 60 MPH. 


Some of the new motor-cars dis- 
played before the public for the 
first time at the annual Olympic 
Show are now to be scen on the 
roads. Production of our new 
British motors was pushed ahead 
in order to be ready for increns- 
ed demand in the New Year. 

Therefore, I was jelad to avail 
myself of the loan of some of 
there models to test thelr rond- 
worthiness, writes H. Thornton 
Rutter, 


The first of these was: the 15-18 
h.p. six-cylinder. poppet-valve en- 
gined Lanchester, fitted with the 
Daimler fluid flywheel transmis- 
sion and pre-selective epicyclic 
gearbox. The engine has a Tren- 
sury rating of 17.96 hp. yet it 
casily succeeded in propelling this 
four-seating saloon carriage at 74 
miles an hour without any hesita- 
tion, stress, or unsteadiness on a 
level road.

er might make. This ia due to 
the wonderful and 
flexibility of the fluid fly-wheel— 
the hydraulic clutch.

A cer 
tain aspect of road conditions is 
approximated to but not exactly re- 
produced, 


The bench test records the obser- 
vation of a succession of static-con- 
ditions’ which are not true in- 
teyrants of a given period taken on 
the road in ordinary circumstances 
lof traffic and undulation. Tho 
ultimate test ‘ is’ for the road per 
formance and can be done only on 
the read. 

The snap-opening fiend; all the 
pitfalls and flat spots that lurk 
between 8 and 80 miles an hour in 
top; the competition to surpnss 
those acceleration figures which 
make impressive reading not only 
in advertisements but also in the 
authoritative words of official road

ing prolonged idling in congested 
traffic, followed by, an immaculate 
getaway, unblemished by the 
lumpy symptoms of “piling-up”; all 
these demands are met by the 
modern carburetler in a way which,

He ‘plays better golf, he says, on 
difficult courses. : 

At first hearing this sounds like 
n paradox, and paradoxes arouse 
suspicion in the analytical mind. So 
many of them are just clever enough 
to be misleading, At second 
thought, however, {t may not be so 


and H. D.| with a shot that just went wide.|parndoxical to say that we play bet- 


ter golf on difficult courses. 

It ia a matter of temperament. 
The Big Factor. 
Temperament hag been made at 
one time or another an alibi for 
everything that is baffling in 
golf. But temperament is. almost 
sertainly the explanation here. 
Whether you play your best yolf 
on dificult courses turns qn the 
answer to the quesiion—can you 
produce your best shots to order? 

Consider a mashie approach 
two different greens. 

One is fiercely guarded with hum- 
mock and bunker. ‘The other is 
open and inviting. 

The shot to both greens, we will 
assume, is the same, a high-pitched 
mashie shot. It is good golf to play 
the pitch shot to the open green, in 
order to get the necessary stap on 
ithe ball, but a run-up shot with any 
club the golfer favours may 
‘come to rest equally near to the 
ipin, although the effort is more 
“chancy.” At the guarded green, 
of course, the pitch shot is the only 
‘shet. 


to 


Carelessness, 
One golfer, playing to the open 
‘green, will play a * perfect ~ pitch. 
' Faced with hummock and bunker at 
‘the other green, he will scuffle the 
‘hall. 
| Another golfer will produce’ the 
‘Yoft when it is vital that he should 
do so, but prove unaccountably care- 
leas with the easier shot that gives 
thim a margin for error. In a tight 
corner, when he is compelled to play 
‘dead to the pin to leave himsel? a 
‘single putt for a half, he will prob- 
ably pull out the good shot. When 
there is-no particular reason why he 
‘should be pin-high, however, he will 
‘probably be short. 


: A good many golfers pride them- 
selves on playing the difficult shots 
‘best, but that manifestation of tem- 
‘perament, though it seema praise- 
‘worthy, is actually ‘ nothing’ but 
isheer Inziness. If a golfer can play 
the difficult shots well, he could cer- 
tainly play the easy ones better if 
tonly he would give them the same 
thought. But he does not do so.

A. fairly ensy two-shot hole will 
provide an example. 

This is the kind of hole that is 
found on every course—sometimes © 
many times on a course. It can bo 
reached with a drive and a mashie, 
but except for the exceptionally long 
shot is not so 
short that the handicap golfer ox- 
pects to get near enough to the pin ~ 
to notch a “birdie.” Ho is content 
to find the green within renaonable 
radius of the pin, leaving two putts 
to make up the stipulated four, , 

Here you have a hole that can 
Hterally be played anyhow. 

Playing Anyhow. 

If your drive is lofted and short, 
you ‘take an fron instend of ao 
mashic. If you miss your drive, 
yout. may -even take a brassie and 
bang the balt.up to the pin.’ The 
fulrway is “a mile wide” and there 
is no real trouble immediately in 
front of the tee. And go, as with 
all holes that can be played anyhow, 
the average golfer does play it any- 
how. 

Picture the same hole with an 
isthmus of unpleasant rough and 
trees three-parts of the way across 
the fairway, about 175 yards from 
the tee. 

The golfer is then forced cither 
to hit a big drive, and carry the 
rough, or to play as though he were 
playing a dog-leg hole, that is, by 
placing a strategle shot of 176 . 
ynrds into the neck of the bottle 
where the fairway narrows, 80 open- 
ing up the green for his second. 

At Least One Good Shot. 

The hole, oa tightened up, will de-. 
mand at least a good first shot if 
the second is to have a chance, 
whereas, _ before, two bad shots 
would have found the green. | 

The perfect golf course is one on 
which every hole demands at Jenst 
one good shot—a hole that cannot be 
playetl merely by “sticky” golf. --- 

That is why I agree that if we 
are to make golf more difficult we 
should do it not by altering the im- 
plements of the game, but by’ tight- 

ening-up courses, And if it is 
raid that this would tend to hold 
up the game on crowded courses at 
week-ends, the answer is that thera 
are x good many Kinds of rough 
country in which the ball can casily 
and quickly be found, but from 
which it cannot be nearly so ensily 
extricated.— (Sunday Herald Copye. 
right),
